000 and promised it "would be 
made good." 


Miss Orpha Brian, 45, former as- 


sistant cashier of the Farmers and 
Merchants State Bank of Derby, 
Kan., quietly told in an interview 
here how she transferred money 
to the accounts of friends and rela- 
tives. 


The transfers were made during 


the past 10 years, she said, some- 
times without the knowledge of 
those getting the money. 


None, she said, "ever asked 


where the money was coming 
from." Miss Brian said she gave 
the money to those she felt needed 
help. 
'Felt Better' 


Miss Brian was here to attend 


funeral services for a sister, Mrs. 
John P. Mantla, who was killed 
in an auto accident near Salina, 
Kan. 
last Monday night. 


Apparently receiving not a cent 


of it all herself. Miss Brian said 
she "felt much better" after car- 
rying the secret of the shortages 
BO long. 


She said she had revealed the 


shortages to bank officials last 
week 
and 
then 
resigned. 
No 


charges have 
been 
filed. 
She 


planned to return to Derby Satur- 
day. 


She said bank officials had ex- 


pressed no enmity and felt sure 
"the situation would work itself 
out." Miss Brian told how she 
knew most everybody in Derby 
(population 395) and everybody 
had confidence in her. 


Church Work 


An employee of the bank for 


more than 20 years, Miss Brian 
said she was devoted to church 
work and the home she kept for 
her mother, who will be 82 in 
August.

Moore at Wichita said restitu- 
tion has been made on most of 
the shortages. 


Miss Brian said that during 


the years no one suspected any 
shortages and no one complained 
of any. 
The county attorney said the 


shortages were built up "through 
credits Miss Brian made to ac- 
counts of others to cover over- 
drafts, and to credits made, with- 
out request or even without the 
other party's knowledge, to ac- 
counts of relatives."

95% Of Farms Have Hecfricify—Buf RE A Job 'Never Ending' 


By BASIL KAFFETY 


OMAHA (IP) — The fact that 


nearly 95 per cent of Nebraska's 
farms now have electric service 
might suggest to some people 
that the rural electrification job 
is nearly done. 


But to National REA Admin- 


istrator Ancher Nelsen bringing 
electricity to farmsteads is a 
"never ending job." The average 
farmer doubles his use of electri- 
city in the first four years he 
has it, Nelsen. told the Associ- 
ated Press in an interview here. 


It's not uncommon for an REA 


group to find that after 10 years 
or so its lines just aren't ade- 
quate for its demands, he added. 


"W h e n 
they're 
expanding 


we're happy, because it means 
they're making money," Nelsen 
said. He commented that REA 


loan repayment would meet with 
the 
approval 
of 
any 
sound 


banker. 


N e l s e n conceded Nebraska 


may be a little ahead of some of 
the other plains states in rural 
electrification because Nebraska 
—the nation's 
only 
all-public 


power state—got started earlier, 
but with a national average of 
91 per cent of the farms electri- 
fied, Nebraska's 94.6 as of June, 
1953, 
is not startling. 


There were only 
9,554 
Ne- 


braska farms, 7.1 per cent of 
them, with electric power in 1935 
when the first REA loan was ap- 
proved hi the state, REA files 
showed. 


By Jan. 1 of this year REA had 


advanced 593,829,279 in loans end 
borrowers were operating 52,152 
miles of line serving 93,962 farms 


and other rural consumers. The 
total 
of loans 
approved 
had 


reached 5108,576,186, which will 
provide for 56,780 miles of lines 
to serve 100,028 customers. 


The state's borrowers up to 


July I, 1953, had repaid $9,342.763 
in principal and $5,777,766 in in- 
terest on their government loans. 


Nelsen said his aim nationally 


is to keep the REA out of poli- 
tics. Both parties have supported 
the program, he explained, and 
it's "too valuable to the farmer" 
to be made a political issue. 


Its record "speaks louder than 


the 'noise' we hear," he said in 
comment on criticism that the 
Eisenhower administration is fall- 
ing down on rural electrification. 


Nelsen said the new adminis- 


tration inherited a 220 million dol- 
lar backlog: of loans and already 


has cut it to about 138 millions. 
He added though allocations are 
below the 1949 level, which was 
at the peak of the construction 
period, they have been climbing 
steadily since 1951 and this year 
amount to about 165 millions. 


"We have met all the needs," 


Nelsen said. "There hasn't been 
a single valid request denied. We 
think the backlog is as low as it 
ever has been." 


He added that telephone con- 


struction loans this year will 
amount to an all-time record of 
about 74 millions, compared with 
about 41 millions a year ago. 


Nelsen said the concern of ru- 


ral power districts over the de- 
partment of interior's new power 
marketing criteria, seems to be 
pretty well eased because it is 
now established that preference 


customers—such as REA's—are 
"going to get it all." 


He also was optimistic that power 


generation development will keep 
up with demands, but he said 
power suppliers should sit down 
and work out plans to supply the 
areas which need power "in an at- 
mosphere of co-operation." 


Nelsen stopped in Omaha to 


visit the spring meeting of the 
National Association of Television 
and Radio Farm Directors. 
He 


was en route from the west to 
visit his farm at Hutchinson. Minn., 
which he hasn't seen since Feb- 
ruary. Before becoming REA ad- 
ministrator Nelsen was lieutenant 
governor of Minnesota and for 15 
years served in the state Senate. 
As a state senator he authored the 
law under which Minnesota's co- 
operatives are organized.

Damaged By Chemical Plant Blast 


VET LIKENS IT TO ATOMIC TEST 


CHARLESTON, W. Va. (AP)—A terrific explosion that 


shook the countryside and damaged buildings within a ra- 
dius of 15 miles injured at least 52 persons at the Carbide 
& Carbon Chemical Co. plant at nearby Institute Friday 
night 


No deaths had been reported more than three hours 


later but there was a possibility some persons'were missing. 
A company spokesman said about 200 men were working 
when the explosions occurred and there was a "possibility" 
that some might have been caught in the blast area. He 
would not elaborate, other than 10 say there had beea no 
"roll call" of employees

Report Reveals Mid-State Plan Feasible 


Results Of 
10-Month 
Study Told 


GRAND ISLAND, Neb. (IP) — 


The long-awaited feasibility re- 
port on the Nebraska Mid-State 
Reclamation District was made 
public Friday and with a volum- 
inous mass of charts and figures 
gives a picture of the $42,283,- 
940 project as one that is amply 
able to pay its way. 


The report was prepared by 


R. W. Beck and Associates, a 
firm 
of engineers 
and public 


utility analysts employed by the 
board of directors of the iMid- 
State. It has been in the mak- 
ing about 10 months. 


The feasibility report divides 


the project into three different 
phases, each to be financed dif- 
ferently from the others. 


The irrigation facilities, esti-

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By The Petition Route 


The initiative and refcndum are valuable 


tools in enabling Nebraskans to express them- 
selves on matters of wide public interest. 


The petitions to place the so-called Merit 


plan for the selection of judges on the ballot 
in Nebraska—an idea borrowed from neigh- 
boring Missouri—are not doing too well al- 
though in recent weeks there has been evi- 
dence that interest is picking up. 
The Ne- 


braska State Bar Association after careful 
study reached the decision to circulate pe- 
titions to place this proposal on the ballot. 
Jn the judgment of many of the members of 
the legal profession it has merit. 


Now securing of the requisite number of 


signers to initiate this proposal takes a lot 
of doing. The law requires more than 60,000 


signers, distributed among a third of the 
counties of the state. The efforts to get the 
legal number of petition signers to nlace the 
proposal upon the ballot is purely a volun- 
tary one—a labor of love so to speak. 


Probably the greatest hurdle which must 


be cleared can be attributed to the fact that 
people are busy with their own affairs—too 
busy to take the time and trouble that is 
necessary. 


If the petitions arc to get in under the 


deadline it will be necessary to get a lan:e 
number of signers in these remaining days 
of June. Nebraskans, conservative.by nature 
when it comes to change, nevertheless be- 
lieve in the opportunity for expression. That 
is what the petitions would provide—an op- 
portunity for expression. 


New Definition Of News 


When a man bites a dog, it has been said, 


it is news. 


In all of this business of pole-sitting, gold 


fish swallowing and other wrinkles equally 
nonsensical we are not so sure. 


But it is news, we are quite sure, when the 


news columns record that spokesmen for a 
Wisconsin community, Lake Geneva, 
an- 


nounce that they are not interested in becom- 
ing the possible site for the nation's first 
Air Force academy. 


Consider the facts. 
Congress authorized 


the expenditure of $125 million, a sizable 
chunk of dough, for acquisition of the neccs- 
sory land and for the construction of neces- 
sary buildings for the academy. 
We have 


a picture of what would take place in most 
American communities 
when it was an- 


nounced that the choice had been narrowed 
down to three communities, and we were 
one of the three. There would be a blaring 
the trumpets; feverish activity in the efforts 
to capture this rich prize.

"Darn it. If they pick us it cer- 


tainly won't help our resort business. Most 
of our local income is derived from the sum- 
mer tourist trade." And to his voice an 'un- 
happy' mayor was reputed to have said: "I've 
never been consulted by anyone from the Air 
Force."

would build the transmission lines to deliver 
the juice from the generating facilities in the 
Dakotas to the load centers here in Nebraska. 
Thursday the Senate made provision for the 
Belden line, to which the lower house may or 
may not agree. It takes money to construct 
transmission lines. One way out of present 
uncertainties over financing of the Transmis- 
sion lines which will deliver all of the power 
the Nebraska Public Power System has con- 
tracted for, and sorely needs in the light of 
continually rising demand for more power in 
this state, could be REA loans. There may be 
places where the needed funds for transmis- 
sion lines could be secured more advan- 
tageously when it comes to interest rates, but 
we doubt it- 


Such a reaction is incredible. 
By way of contrast offhand we could name 


countless chambers of commerce who gladly 
would turn heaven and earth in the hope of 
landing a $125 million development. 


York Experiment 


A refreshingly progressive school admin- 


istration in York. Pa. has set forth on an 
interesting adventure. 
It has moved the 


teaching of foreign languages down from 
high school into the primary department. 
Children in the first, second and third grades 
are going into class rooms where only French 
is spoken. It is expected, and progress thus 
far verifies it, that after three such years 
the York children will have a sound basic 
command of conversational French which 
will last them a lifetime. 


That is education in the right direction 


Children learn languages more readily and 
more accurately than do grown-ups. 
It is 


economical, too, for primary children learn 
their regular subjects while they are learn- 
ing a language. 
That means by the time 


they have reached high school, they will have 
several released semesters for new subjects. 
That spells more and better education and 
no greater cost. 


There are many areas in education where a 


re-timing of subjects can result in a bigger 
dollar's worth of education and here is a 
field where laudable economies can be safely 
pursued. When more educators screw up the 
courage to break the pattern and think in 
terms of what and how much remains in little 
Johnny's mind rather than when and by what 
routine, education will take a big jump. 


Perfect Follow-Through 
In Denver, where lots of strange and ex- 


citing things happen, the latest mystery re- 
volves around a golf course. Someone found 
a man's clothes and a bag full of clubs out on 
a fairway, but no man. We don't think it is 
much of a mystery. It was just one of those 
100 shooters who finally got a perfect follow- 
through and didn't know what to do with it. 
They'll find him just over the next hill, out 
of bounds a little scratched up but still hold- 
ing his club and happy as a lark.

For many months, the conscience of Con- 


gress has been stirring uneasily. There has 
been a growing concern over evils inherent 
in certain rules governing congressional in- 
vestigations. There has been increasing rec- 
ognition of the need for a code of fair play 
which will eliminate these evils and curb the 
authority of those who ruthlessly pervert the 
power of investigation to their own ends. 


A code intended to accomplish these ends 


was drawn up last week by 17 Democrats and 
Sen. Morse (I-Ore). 
In offering the code, 


Sen. Gillette (D-Ia) pleaded for "bipartisan 
support'1 of its objectives. The truth is that 
this is an issue which conspicuously invites 
bipartisanship because the dignity and pres- 
tige of the whole Congress are involved in it. 
And the further truth is the direction of re- 
form until there is a stern bipartisan in- 
sistence on such progress. 


President Eisenhower has already urged in- 


vestigative reforms and has stressed the re- 
sponsibility of the Republican membership of 
Congress in this area of policy. Furthermore 
the Republican Senate policy committee has 
"suggested" a code of fair play to the com- 
mittees of the upper house. Thus far. how- 
ever. neither house has moved vigorously to- 
ward reform. There has been a marked re- 
luctance to break away from old codes and 
practices and set up new procedure?. 


This reluctance should be straightway put 


aside. The citizen who is interested in restor- 
ing standards of responsibility and fair play 
to ihe congressional investigation should wel- 
come support for such reforms, regardless of 
its parly origins.

nalist making a living circulating 
anti-American - anti - Eisen- 
hower throw sheets. 


Advance spadework for their 


trip was done by Arthur Noyes, 
a stringer for the pro-McCarthy 
Chicago Tribune. The day before 
the McCarthy team arrived in 
Frankfort, Noyes hustled over to 
the U. S. Library and searched 
through the book catalogues for 
controversial authors. 
He also 


collected information from 
an 


ex-Nazi, named Fred Rudl, ivho 
had 
been sent 
by Hitler to 


Prague after the annexation of 
Czechoslovakia 
to 
"Aryanize" 


the 
famous 
Orbis Publishing 


house. 


A few weeks later, Chicago 


Tribune Publisher Col. Robert 
McCormick passed through Ger- 
many and handed Noyes a SI.000 
check. 


The incident of their quarrel 


in a Frankfort hotel corridor, re- 
ported in this column one year 
ago, was actually reported at the 
time by the United Press repre- 
sentative in Germany. 
But up 


superiors killed it.

Cohn shouted back: "If you need 
anything, Hede, or if you get in 
any trouble, just call Joe."

tion for McCarthy. The startled 
officials 
checked

necessary to cooperate with Mrs. 
Massing-Eisler. She could be 
given only such information as 
was generally available to the 
public, the instructions read.

Department in Washington, stat- 
ing that Mrs. Massing-Eisler was 
indeed a bona fide congressional 
investigator and was to be given - 
all courtesies.

The rewards which await fo llo wers o f Christ 
o n ro surrcctio n day are v iv idly described in the 
fo urth chapter o f 1 Thessalo nians. 
The Bible pas­ 
sage pictures Christ’s return to the earth to call 
Hi.s saints to their heav enly rest. 
The Rev . Henry Alfo rd, famo us English theo lo ­ 
gian, tried to giv e the same picture in his beautiful 
hymn, 
“Ten Tho usand 
Times 
Ten 
Thousand” , 
which many Christians co nsider the finest o f all 
his po ems. 
It first appeared in a v o lume entitled 
“ Years Gf Praise” which Dr. Alfo rd published in 
1867, 
When he died fo ur years later, there was an 
irri{)re.ssiv e funeral serv ice at Canterbury Cathedral, 
which had been his preaching statio n, and as he 
was being buried in the little churchyard nearby, 
i’hurch members sang his resurrectio n day hymn. 
When a to mbsto ne wa.s placed at his grav e, his 
friends in.sciibcd upo n it the legend which Dr. 
Alfo rd himself had cho sen, so me mo nths befo re 
his death:

To View Possible Tomb Of Pharoah

CAIRO (/P)—You squeeze pain- 


fully down, feet first, through a 
narrow gap hacked out between 
precariously balanced boulders. 
You slip and slide down crumb- 
ling shale into a hot rock-strewn 
chamber carved 
out 
of solid 


limestone 130 feet below ground. 


Then you see it gleaming in the 


rays of an oil lantern—a single 
large block of polished reddish gold 
alabaster, lying slightly tilted side- 
ways among heaps of fallen rock. 


It is the dream of every arche- 


ologist—an untouched sarcophagus 
of one of Egypt's ancient Pharaohs. 


In the hot, pressing silence of 


the underground tomb you can 
almost see the ghosts of centuries 
old dead in the shadows as you 
walk carefully up to the plainly 
cut alabaster block. 


4,700 Years Ago 


What is inside? Is its archeo- 


logist-discovcrer right when he 
says it must contain a golden 
. coffin enclosing the jewel-decked 
mummy of a majestic Pharaoh 
who ruled the Nile Valley some 
4,700 years ago. 


That is what it feels like to 


be one of the first to enter the 
long hidden funeral 
chamher, 


deep under the ruins of the pyra- 
mid discovered this week near 
Saqqara, desert "City 
of the 


Dead" where many of Egypt's 
ancient kings lie buried. 


The discovery — believed to 


be the oldest intact tomb ever 
found of a Pharaoh — was made 
last Monday by Zakaria Goneim.

Now it is covered by 15 to 20 
feet of sand and debris. 


Goneim takes you down the 


20-foot deep entrance way dug 
outside the pyramid and leading 
downward to the funeral cham- 
her more than 100 lect under the 
center of the stone structure. 


Halfway 
down the four

wide corridor you find a vertical 
shaft rising to the surface. 


It was here Goneirn found the 


way blocked by tumbled mass of 
boulders 
and limestone blocks 


last March. 


The entrance to t h e funeral 


chamber

the entrance to some subterra- 
nean cavern of prehistoric times 
rather than the doorway to the 
carefully carved funeral cham- 
ber of a once powerful Egyptian 
ruler. 


Sealed With Rocks 


That is due to the fact that 


Third Dynasty priests, after care- 
fully placing the mummy in an 
alabaster 
sarcophagus with the 


mystic rites of sun worship, prob- 
ably hastily sealed up the door- 
way with a pile of rocks.

Goneim does not know .vhen 


the sarcophagus will be opened. 


Asked if he was not itching 


with curiosity about what is in- 
side, the archeoiogist grinned and 
said: "It's been sitting here 'for 
nearly 5,000 years and I guess a 
couple of weeks more will not 
make any difference." 


Goneim thinks the sarcophagus 


contains one of Zoser's immedi- 
ate successors who reigned only 
a short time—as indicated by the 
unfinished pyramid.

versed 
the announcement and 


said it could not be applied for, 
but an hour later an astonished 
Santee and the fans heard that 
recognition of the 1500 time could 
be sought. 


The AAU head had ruled that a 


race beyond 300 yards could not 
be timed at distances short of,, 


in this case, a mile. A hastj 
check of the rule book showec 
that distances under 300 yard 
may not be timed short of tha 
distance. 


Signing official forms seeking 


recognition of the mark, Santee 
declared: 
"Well, I'm glad 


that."

at 3:42.7, two others at 3:42.8 
The 1500 meters is approximately

Turks Rugged, Russians Are 
Tight-Lipped At World Meet 


The Turks are tough. 
The Russians are close-mouthed. 
The Japanese are the politest 


people in the world. 


These are some impressions re- 


ceived by Newt Copple, Lincoln's 
gift to the world of amateur wres- 
tling, who competed in the recent 
world wrestling championships in 
Tokyo. 


Newt, a former University of 


Nebraska 
great 
and national 


A.A.U. champion, finished fifth in 
his division. 


"The best the United States could 


get was a fourth." Copple said. 
The team did not fare well in the 
final standings. 
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Turkey won the championship, 


beating Russia by one point. 


"The Turkish wrestlers were the 


best there," Copple said. 
"They 


were smart and well-coached. Then 
too, 
wrestling is Turkey's number 


one sport and they concentrate on 
it." 


He pointed out that the Russian 


wrestlers had shown great im- 
provement since the 1952 Olympic 
games. 


"The Russians were very good," 


Copple said. "It was obvious that 
they had been well-trained." 


Copple said there "was a strong 


feeling- among: other wrestlers at 
the world meeting: that the Rus- 
sians were being- subsidized by 
their government. 


"There is no question about 


Russia's wanting to win. They 
are definitely pointing for the 
1956 Olympics," Copple said. 


Copple said the Russians made 
very little contact off the mats 
with wrestlers from other coun- 
tries. 


"The Russians had more offi- 


cials there than anybody else,*" 
he said. "Every time one of 
their wrestlers went out for a 
walk, one of the officials would 
follow along about 15 or 20 feet 
behind him.

After being booked on the for-

Shamblen was entitled to $535 as 
the result of the construction of 
a pipeline across hb farm, lo- 
cated at the edge of Omaha. 


Shamblen had 
brought 
the 


damage suit against the Great 
.Lakes Pipeline Co. The Supreme 
Court, getting the case on an 
appeal, in effect scaled down the 
damages 
a.warded 
Shomblen 


earlier by a district court jury. 


The court held that Shamblen 


was not entitled to $1,200 which 
the 
district 
court 
jury 
had 


allowed lor loss on a rower line, 
and $2,800 which ihc jury had 
allowed for loss on a corn crop. 


Can Sell L:ind 


In a Scotts Bluff County case, 


the court ruled that Christena 
Mary Perigo had a right to sell 
property referred to m the will 
of her husband, Eugene. 


The court also upheld the au- 


thority of the Omaha municipal 
court to promuJgate rules of pro- 
cedure and practice. 


In effect, the court ruled that 


Omaha municipal judges had the 
authority to deny the right of 
L. S. (Bob) Cornett and his wife, 
Verna, and their agents, to act as 
professional 
bondsmen in 
the 


municipal court. 


The court specifically reversed 


the Douglas county district court 
which granted a writ of man- 
damus compelling the municipal 
court to accept bonds offered by 
the Cornetts as agents of the 
Summit Fidelity and Surely Co.. 
Akron, O.

Nebraska In Path Of Any 
A-War-CD Administrator 


Austin Bacon, assistant deputy 


Civil Defense administrator for 
Nebraska warned tne state Fri- 
day that it lies in the path of any 
future atomic war. 


"The complacency that comes 


vuith a feeling of remoteness 
from bombing attack is false in 
Nebraska's case," Bacon asserted. 
"But the facts of life are becom- 
ing more clear to many and 
lately we have been making 
rapid headway m civil defense " 


Bacon issued the warning at 


the University of Neoraska's an- 
nual Community Planning Con- 
ference in its panti on "The 
Role of Small Towns and Cities 
Under Atomic Warfare. 


"The strategy of an all out 


atomic bombing attack does not 
contemplate the big cities and 
industrial centers tirst," Bacon 
said. "Rather it seeks to obliter- 
ate airfields from which a retal- 
iatory attack could be mounted 
Once they are out ot the way an 
aggressor could annihilate pro- 
duction 
and great population 


centers without fear of counter 
attack. 


Bacon said that both Omaha 


and Lincoln could be considered 
important targets with Sac head- 
quarters at Offut field and an 
important pursuit case being de- 
veloped in Lincoln. 


Bacon said Omaha 
already 


had one of the best developed 
civil defense units in the nation 
and added that in recent months 
Lincoln has made rapid head- 
way.
